According  to  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Association  of  National  Honor 
Societies  we  are  allowed  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  senior  class  and  ten  per  cent  of 
the  junior  class  as  members  of  the  Northfield  Chapter.  A  student  must  have  at 
least  a  B  average  during  his  high  school  years  on  his  semester  averages.  He  must 
be  above  average  in  addition  to  Scholarship,  in  Character,  Service,  and  Leadership. 
The  faculty  may  vote  on  any  of  the  students  who  are  eligible  scholastically  and 
from  this  first  vote  a  faculty  committee  consisting  of  the  principal.  National  Honor 
Society  sponsor,  and  at  least  four  others  make  the  final  selection  as  to  who  will 
become  members. 

At  any  time  during  his  junior  or  senior  year  a  student  drops  below  the  B  average 
or  is  involved  in  serious  discipline  problems  he  will  be  dropped  from  the  Society. 
This  will  be  determined  from  his  semester  averages  and  from  the  faculty  committee.
